Christmas tu the Churches \Chlorinator 


Is Installed 
at Hageetts 


Drinking Water Is Now Def- 
initely Assured of Purity 
for All Time 


Actuated by a desire to free Andover resi 
dents from any fears of pollution of the drink 
ing water at Haggett’s pond and to insure for 
all time absolutely pure drinking water, the 
Board of Public Works, with the permission 
of the Finance Commission, which considered 
the situation an emergency and appropriated 
money from the town reserve fund, has pur 
chased and installed a chlorinator at Hag 
gett’s pond at an expense of $850. Although 
the water is not and was not pulluted in any 
sense of the word, residents in certain sec- 
tions of the town had been boiling their drink 
ing water for fear it was polluted. Newspaper 
stories, incorrect in their inference, at the 
beginning of the week had led people to be 
lieve that the supply was unfit to drink 


Result of Meeting 

The installation of the chlorinator at this 
time came as the result of a meeting of the 
Board of Health and Board of Public Works 
last Friday night to consider what should be 
done about a rather alarming report about 
Haggett’s pond. A woman in the vicinity, 
who had been in the habit of having the 
water analyzed privately at her own expense 
at regular intervals of the year, received 
from Mass, State college, where the analysis 
was made for her, a rather unfavorable 
report about the water 

She immediately called up Franklin H. 
Stacey, chairman of the Board of Health, and 
the meeting of the two boards was held as a 
result. Samples of the water were sent to the 
state, and reports returned from the State 
House indicated that the State college 
report was unwarranted, but that there was 
a greater amount of bacteria in the water 
than usual, due to the “turning over” of the 


when freezing sets in. Other than this, there 
was no danger of pollution, and the bacteria 
were harmless, The only other time that such 
a situation existed was four years ago, and the 
water cleared up in about a week. 

But with the fears of the people aroused 


j and the possibility that the water could be 
| polluted at any time by people going by the 


pond, the Boards decided to purchase a 
chlorinator this week and end for all time any 
danger of pollution. The finance committee 
authorized the purchase and the chlorinator 
was installed Tuesday and began operation 
Wednesday. As a result, Andover will never 
be in danger of pollution again and there need 
never again be fears about the water in 
Haggett’s pond, which is exceptionally pure 
and good anyway, with or without the chlor 
inator 


Mechanical Details 

The chlorinator purchased is a compact 
machine and is designed to meet the varied 
requirements of the average small water 
works, With the type purchased, the chlorine 
solution is applied into the suction pipe, 
through which all of Andover’s water passes 
before it is distributed. 

The machine has an injector, where the 
chlorine is absorbed; a control valve, which 
regulates the rate of chlorine flow; a com 
pensator, which maintains the desired flow of 


chlorine irrespective of temperature and 
pressure changes; a chlorine meter, which 
accurately measures the rate of flow of 


chlorine, &@ vacuum chamber, where the 
chlorine is drawn off by the injector undera 
slight vacuum; and a strainer, which protects 
the injector from clogging. About three or 
four pounds of chlorine solution will be used 
each day, thus absolutely insuring pure water 
for Andover residents. There will be no taste 
of the solution in the water, either 

According to Superintendent of the Board 
of Public Works, Charles T. Gilliard, liquid 
chlorine is the cheapest and most efficent 
agent for the sterilization of drinking water 

Applied in minute amounts, it will abso- 
lutely destroy any disease germs that may be 
in a water supply. Its use will completely 
eliminate drinking water as an agent in the 
transmission of typhoid fever, dysentery or 
similar diseases 


Should Be Sterilized 

“Every water supply, no matter how pure, 
should be sterilized,’ said Mr. Gilliard, “A 
supply continuously subject to pollution is 
often less dangerous than one subject to only 
occasional pollution, because with the first 
the city or state health authorities insist upon 
proper purification. Many of the most severe 
typhoid fever epidemics of the present day 
are the result of the chance pollution of water 
supplies ordinarily considered excellent 

“Chlorination sterlizes 100,000 gallons of 
water for three cents or less. Liquid chlorine is 
safeguarding the supplies of over 5,000 muni 
cipalities aggregating six billion gallons of 
water a day. It furnishes the cheapest health 
insurance in the world, and the only safe 
water is a sterilized water.” 

In Massachusetts, the state has no power 
to force a town or city to purify its water. It 
simply has the power of suggesting and advis- | 
ing and investigating, and the state has} 
advised the installation of the chlorinator as 
a necessary precaution in Andover

“In preparation of the Annual Town 
Budget, the Finance Committee will meet 
regularly on the Thursday evenings ensuing, 
reserving appointments for each of the ‘Town 
Departments on a schedule prepared to suit 
the needs and best possible convenience of all. 

“Will you, therefore, kindly be prepared to 
present your recommendations as usual in 
writing, at (different date for each depart- 
ment head), 

“The excellence of your prepared report 
last year was appreciated by the seven 
members of the Finance Committee, to each 
of whom you presented a copy. Can you so 
favor us again this year. 

“In conclusion, the Committee will ap- 
preciate your holding your requests to an 
amount not exceeding 90 percent of last 
year’s total. This means careful scanning of 
each individual item, 1932 will certainly see 
less income from the State and an increased | 
tax payable to both State and County. | 

“Tt is clear that each Department will help | 
materially in solving the problem for An- 
dover, if its Budget includes only those items 
that are absolutely needed and procurable at 
the most favorable rate.”

The 
commission then took the matter under 
advisement, and today decided to grant 
Andover’s request. 


Town Spends Less 
on Welfare in 1931 


Less money has been withdrawn from the 
welfare department of the town this year 
than last year to help needy cases and support 
town charities, despite the fact that more 
cases have been brought to the attention of 
the Board of Public Welfare. This became 
known this week from figures compiled by 
Miss Mary Collins, town accountant. Last 
year the board had an appropriation of $9,500 
and to December 8, 1930, had an overdraft, 
having drawn $9,649.90 for the department 
This year, with an appropriation of $10,500, 
up until December 8 the department has 
spent only $7,022.24 of its appropriation, 
leaving a balance of $3,477.76 ull the first of 
the year. 

The reason less money has been spent than 
last year is that the private organizations in 
the town have come forward this year and 
helped to relieve unemployment and suffering 
more than they ever had before. The co 
operation of these organizations in welfare 
work has made it possible for the town to 
conserve its appropriation, 


Bids will go out either tomorrow or the 
beginning of next week for a 34-foot, dual 
type road from the by-pass to Phillips 
academy, it was announced this morning by 
Arthur W. Dean, chief engineer of the State 
Department of Public Works. These bids 
supersede those that were sent out by that 
department last Friday because the specifi- 
cations for a three-lane bituminous macadam 
highway were discarded at the last minute 
through the protest of the citizens of the 
town and the efforts of Frank H. Hardy, 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen, who 
single-handed went down to the State House 
last Friday and argued with the commis- 
sioners to change the plans. 

The bids will orobably be opened January 
5, 1932, and the contract awarded immedi 
ately afterwards. Work will begin the first 
sign of good weather and the road completed 
before the middle of the summer. When 
finished, Andover will have from the by-pass 
to the town a 30-foot road, two ten-foot 
lanes of cement and the middle lane of 
macadam, with two-foot shoulders on either 
side, This road will be similar to the by-pass 
which was finished this summer. 

Last Friday, through the Townsman, the 
State informed Andover that a three-lane 
macadam road was all that the town would 
get. Mr. Hardy immediately rushed to the 
State House, and in a long interview, con 
vinced the commissioners of public works to 
change the plans and construct the dual type 
road, Bitter attacks from townspeople on the 
state for foisting a macadam road on Andover 
were quieted with the change in events and 
many townspeople now express the opinion 
that a dual type road will prove satisfactory

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Andover’s Victory 


When the Townsman last Friday broke the news that the 
State Department of Public Works had drawn up plans for a 
three-lane macadam road from the by-pass to the hill and that 
bids for it were to be published the very next day, the prospects 
of getting the state to retract these plans were gloomy. The 


Townsman told the Selectmen of the situation 


the state had 


never informed them officially of what it had decided after that 


hearing last July 


and they were surprised by the information. 


The Selectmen had been led to believe, if not by written state- 
ment, at least by verbal assurance and inference, that the road 
would be built four tiers wide, and the definite news that the 
Townsman gave them that the highway would be a three-lane 
macadam road, a second class road compared with the wonderful 
ribbon of highway that runs from the over-pass to Reading 
Square, was their first inkling that they had been misled in their 


inferences. 


It was with a realization of the late hour but the righteous- 
ness of his move that Frank H. Hardy, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, went to the commissioners of Public Works in the 
State House last Friday, armed with information given him by 
the Townsman, and for an hour and one-half fought for a square 
deal for Andover. Realize that the bids on the road had already 
been mailed out; that the specifications had already been drawn 
up; that the commissioners had already decided to build a three- 
lane bituminous macadam highway in Andover. Yet despite 
these adverse conditions, Mr. Hardy fought, argued and reasoned 
and finally wrung from the commissioners a complete change in 
the plans for the road. The bids were cancelled; the plans for a 


e | 
macadam road thrown out the window; and after a consultation | 


with the chief engineer, the answer of the commissioners to Mr. 


Hardy was that Andover had won. Andover was going to get a| 


great deal more than a “country dirt road.” 
Mr. Hardy came back to Andover victorious for the people, 
is ; Tthic | 
and the State is now drawing up plans for a new road. This| 


highway will be either thirty-four or thirty-six feet wide (de- | 


pending upon the width of the hard shoulders on each side of it) 
and will consist of three ten-foot lanes, the two outer lanes of 
cement and the middle tier of bituminous macadam. True, such 


a road is not what Andover asked for in the first place 
four foot road identical with the one from Reading Square to) 


the Andover line; but in the face of such a situation, in which 
there didn’t appear the slightest chance of getting anything 
better than a thirty-foot macadam stretch, Mr. Hardy’s elev- 
enth-hour move of rushing to the State House hardly a day 
before the bids were out, and his getting the engineers and com- 
missioners to change their plans, stands out not as a comprom- 
ise, but asa victory, in every sense of the word. 

The State may have repudiated all its promises to Andover 
by drawing up the macadam road plans, but what it had done to 
hurt this town has been in a large measure erased by the work 
of Mr. Hardy and the other selectmen. There are many people 
in Andover who will be satisfied with the dual-type road; there 
are probably many who will still be dissatisfied with what Mr. | 
Hardy accomplished, desiring only a road exactly like its con-| 


tinuation to Reading. But in the light of what Andover has |: 


drawn from the state at the last minute, it is quite evident that | 
when the road is finally built of cement and macadam, all of | 
Andover will come to realize that it is a satisfactory piece of| 
construction for a few years at least and that the town has not | 


been slighted. 


Of course, the victory for Andover does not excuse the State 
for not informing the Selectmen that they originally intended 


to build only a three-lane macadam road. On this score

shown laxity and indifference to the public good in not writing 
the Selectmen their final decision and giving Andover a chance 


to voice either its approval or disapproval. Yet it is the

of many townspeople that since Andover gained a victory in the 
end and at the same time retained the favor of the commis- 
sioners of Public Works, who can do much to improve the roads 
in Andover if they so desire, the town can afford to forgive and; 
forget. To this opinion, the Townsman now subscribes, believing 
that a three-lane road of dual type is adequate enough to en- 
courage tratfic with its possible business through the town.

There is no reason for withdrawing 
money from our banks, and there is less 
reason to permit wild and groundless 
rumors to disturb the calm of depositors.
